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CROP  PROSPECTS. 


Cereal  production  in_  Europe  and  North  Africa  in  1923  shov/s  an  in- 
crease over  1922.     Eorecasts  of  the  1923  vvheat  crop  indicate  that  it  will 
"be  more  than  twice  the  1922  crop  in  Switzerland,  Algeria,  and  Tunis,  'rne 
total  production  in  these  three  countries  is  estimated  at  32,537,^^0  bu- 
shels compared  to  2^,2b9,0C0  bushels  last  year,  according  to  a  caolegram 
received  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricult-ure  on  July  Id  from 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome. 

The  forecast  for  S.vitzerland  is  3,03^,^00  bushels  a^inst  2,3b3,000 
in  1922.    Algeria  indicates  a  production  of  33,297,000  bushels  compared 
with  13,232,000  in  1922.    Tunis  forecasts  a  production  of  9,406,000  as 
against  3,67-^,000  last  year. 

The  total  wheat  production  forecasted  for  16  countries  of  the  North- 
ern Hemisphere  is  about  1,373,000,000  bushels  compared  to  1,754,000,000 
bushels  for  1922.     This  is  an  increase  of  12U,000,000  bushels  or  about  7 
per  cent. 

The  Canadian  rye  crop  is  forecasted  at  31,770,000  bushels  compared 
with  32,373,000  bushels  last  year.    This  is  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent. 

Barley  production  in  Italy.  Algeria,  and  Tunis  is  forecasted  at 
67,353,000  bushels  ccmpared  to  29,392,000  bushels  in  1922.    This  is  an 
increase  of  127  P©^  cent.     In  other  words  the  crop  is  considerably  more 
than  twice  that  of  last  year. 

The  barley  forecast  for  Italy  is  10,10U,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  8,233,000  Dushels  in  1922.     The  crop  of  Algeria  is  given  as  4b,  297, 000 
bushels  against  19,304,000  bushels  harvested  last  year.    The  production  of 
Tunis  is  forecasted  at  11,432,000  bushels  as  compared  with  1,335,000  bu- 
shels produced  in  1922.    The  forecast  of  the  barley  crop  in  Greece  for  1923 
is  7  119,000  bushels.     The  Canadian  barley  production  is  forecasted  at 
63,423,000  bushels  compared  to  71,365,000  bushels  last  year.     This  is  a 
decrease  of  5,437,000  bushels. 

Forecasts  of  the  oats  crops  for  1923  are  larger  than  in.  1922  in  all 
countries  reporting.     The  aggregate  of  forecasts  for  Canada,  I taly,  ^avitzer- 
land,  Algeria,  and  Tunis  being  594,l4o,000  bushels  compared  to  ^30,^29, 000 
bushels.     This  is  an  increase  of  63,611,000  bushels  or  12  per  cent. 
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The  oat  forecast  for  Canada  this  year  is  533,193,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  491,239,000  bushels,  the  amount  harvested  in  1922.    The  Italian 
crop  is  given  as  36,  51'+, COO  bushels  against  30,UG3,000  last  year,  Switzer- 
land's crop  is  forecasted  at  3,031,000  "crushels  as  compared  with  2,U6b,000 
bushels  in  1922.     The  North  African  crops  in  1923  are  much  larger  than 
those  of  1922,  the  Algerian  crop  being  estimated  at  13,090,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  5,569,000  in  1922,    The  crop  of  Tunis  is  estimated  to  be, 
3,307,000  against  791,000  last  year. 

The  condition  of  German  cereal  crops,  potatoes,  clover,  and  alfalfa 
was  above  average  on  July  1,  according  to  a  radio grsan  from  the  United 
States  Agricultural  Representative  in  Berlin.    The  condition  of  sugar  beets 
and  fodder  beets  was  below  average. 

Argentine's  exportable  surplus  of  v\fheat  on  July  3  was  about 
36,000,000  bushels,  according  to  a  cable  received  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agricultiore  from  Buenos  Aires  on  July  13,  through  the  Argen- 
tine Embassy  at  Washington.    Last  month  the  estimated  Argentine  surplus 
was  about  U9, 000, 000,  according  to  the  same  authority. 


OIL  YIELDING  CROPS. 

The  bulk  of  the'  world's  linsead  crop  is  produced  in  Argentina,  India, 
United  States,  and  Canada.    The  total  production  of  these  countries  in  1922 
amounted  to  2,209,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  2,333,000  short  tons  pro- 
duced in  1909-13.     The  three  countries  of  Argentina,  India  and  Canada  are 
the  chief  sources  of  supply  for  the  trade.     The  crop  of  the  United  States 
is  consumed  wholly  within  the  country  and  in  addition  a  considerable  q-uary- 
tity  is  imported. 

India  is  the  world's  principal  producer  of  rape  seed,  mustard -se^, 
peanuts,  and  sesamun  of  the  countries  from  which  data  are  available.  It 
is  known  that  considerable  quantities  of  peanuts  and  sesamum  are  grown  in 
China,  but  no  reliable  statistics  are  as  yet  available.     The  total  area  of 
oil  yielding  crops  in  India  during  1921-22  was  17,UUl,000  acres  as  compared 
with  17,250,000  acres  in  1909-I3.    The  total  production  of  oil  bearing 
seeds  amounted  to  3,560,US0  short  tons  in  1922  as  compared  with  2,931>CU0 
short  tons  in  1913' 

Olives  are  the  principal  oil  yielding  crops  of  France,  Italy,  and 
Spain.     The  quantity  of  fruit  produced  in  these  three  countries  in  1921 
amounted  to  2,730,000  short  tons. 

The  total  production  of  vegetable  oils  in  Germany  during  1913 
amounted  to  70U,000  short  tons.    No  comparable  figures  are  available  for 
recent  years.    However,   the  production  during  the  period  May  I92I  to  April 
1922,  exclusive  of  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  home-produced  seeds 
used  was  321,000  short  tons  or  nearly  half  the  production  in  19I3.  The 
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cons-umption  of  vegeta^ble  oils  in  Genaany  lias  increased  steadily  during  the 
period  from  I919  to  1922  when  the  cons-umption  amoianted  to  U-70,000  short 
tons.     This  is  still  considerably  "below  the  previ/ar  1913  figure  when  the 
consunption  was  6^5,000  short  tons. 

Linseed  is  the  principal  oil- yielding  crop  of  Czechoslovakia ,  t he 
acreage  in  1922  being  given  as  56,000  acres  and  the  production  6,732  short 
tons. 

Hemp seed  and  cottonseed  rank  a s  the  leading  oil-producing  seeds  of 
Bulgaria.     The  yields  in  1922  were  3,959,000  pounds  of  hempseed  and 
3,^^5,000  pounds  of  cottonseed.     The  amount  of  rape  seed  produced  in  1922 
was  1,662,000  pounds,  which  is  very  much  less  than  the  amount  produced  in 
1909-13.    The  acreage  of  rapeseed  had  decreased  from  21,000  acres  in  1909- 
13  to  slightly  less  than  UjCOO  in  1922.     The  cotton  acreage,  however,  had 
increased  from  less  than  2,000  in  1909-I3  to  sligiitly  below  7,000  in  1922. 

Prices  of  shelled  Bari  almonds  in  Italy  were  lower  during  the  last 
half  of  1922  than  at  any  time  since  I9IO.     The  highest  price  in  terms  of 
U,  S.  money  was  reached  dioring  the  first  quarter  of  1919. 

Linseed  Oil  Exports  from  the  Netherlands  decrease,   is  reported  by 
the  Commerce  Reports,  July  2,  I923.     The  activity  of  the  Dutch  crushing 
mills  has  been  devoted  largely  to  copra,  peanuts,   sesamum  seed,  palm  pits, 
and  other  material  producing  edible  oils.     There  was  a  marked  decrease  in 
the  export  of  linseed  oil,  but  the  decrease  was  not  as  large  as  was  an- 
ticipated.   Exports  of  vegetable  oils  for  the  first  three  months  of  1922 
and  1923  have  "been  as  follows:    All  oils  except  linseed  oil,  1922,  22,000 
short  tons;  I923,   33,000  short  tons;   linseed  oil,  1922,  21,000  short  tons; 
1923,  15,000  short  tons. 

The  coconut  ind\istry  of  British  North  Borneo  is  a  potential  source 
of  much  wealth  to  the  country.     It  is  estimated  that  the  area  under  coco- 
nuts during  1922  was  about  29,000  acres,  and  during  the  preceding  year  the 
quantity  of  copra  exported  was  nearly  three  and  a  half  times  the  shipments 
of  1920. 

Exports  of  copra  from  the  British  Solomon    Islands  during  1921-22 
amo\mted  to  13,300  short  tons,  as  compared  with  12,300  short  tons,  in 
1920-21.

The  total  Cuban  sugar  production  to  July  7,  as  estimated  by  Willett 
and  Gray,  is  '+,035,223.  short  tons  against  h,l'JZ,k8h  short  tons  to  the 
corresponding  date  last  year.    Four  Centrals  remain  at  work  against  lU  at 
this  time  last  year.    Two  centrals  finished  grinding  during  the  week,  with 
an  outturn  of  lUU, 320  short  tons  as  compared  to  216,39^  short  tons  last 
season.    This  "brings  the  act-ual  production  for  the  173  Centrals  which  have 
finished  grinding  up  to  3,S6l,859  short  tons  as  compared  with  036,3^3 
short  tons  during  the  1921-22  season.

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OIL  YIELDING  CROPS 
COCOmJTS 

Hhe  coconut  takes  first  place  among  the  oleaginous  products  of 
hot  climates,  and  is  vddely  spread  throu^out  tropical  countries.  It 
has  proved,  however,  injpossihle  to  prepare  any  exact  statement  a^bout 
these  crops,  inasmuch  as  there  are  inherent  difficulties  in  defining 
areas  under  cultivation  in  the  case  of  trees,  especially  where  mixed 
agriculture  is  prevalent,  so  frequently  the  case  where  the  coconut 
growo;  also  in  such  countries  statistics  have  made  very  little  progress,  , 

In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  the  widespread  cultivation  of  the 
cocopalm,  there  is  given  a  table  of  areas  utilised  in  recent  years, 
hased  on  the  statistical  data  brou^t  together  by  the  International  In- 
stitute,   For  most  countries  the  data  are  for  the  very  latest  period, 
while,  in  other  cases  where  these  are  unavailable,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  bring  in  earlier  figures.    The  table  must  therefore  be  considered  as 
merely  an  attenpt  at  furnishing  an  inventory  of  areas  devoted  to  this 
product*

Oleomargarine  Act  now  in  force  renders  the  importation  of  oleomargarine  into 
Canada  after  August  31t  1923,  and  its  sale  in  Canada  after  Liarch  1,  192^+ 
illegal.    The  Consul  GenereJ  mentions  that  it  is  improoable  that  there  rrill 
he  -any  further  legislation  during  the  present  session  of  Parliament  to  extend 
the  Oleomargarine  Act.    The  e:cports  of  oleomargarine  from  the  United  States 
to  Canada  amounted  to  90S,U7S  Ihs.  during  1922  and  to  552»126  Ihs,  during 
the  first  fi-^-e  months  of  1923. 
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
